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1PPCLI WINS UNFIGYP 
MILITARY SKILLS 
COMPETITION 


The UNFICYP Military Skills 
Competition, held every 6 
months between all the UN 
units serving in Cyprus, was held 
from 13 — 14 July 1978. The 
4 man teams complete a de¬ 
manding 24 hour test of their 
military ability. During the com¬ 
petition the following events are 
encountered: 

1. A 15 km forced march, 

2. Establish an OP, 

3. A 5 km night navigation 
exercise, 

4. A 15 km day navigation 
exercise with 7 stands 
along the way which in¬ 
cluded: 

a. Grenade throwing, 

b. A signals stand, 

c. Judging distance, 

d. Map using, 

e. Combat first-aid, 

f. Obstacle course, and; 

g. Timed shooting. 

The Canadian Team consisted 


of team leader Capt James Pen¬ 
man, Sgt “Newf” Vardy, Pte 
“Koho” Kohinski- and Pte “Mac” 
MacIntyre. This outstanding team 
dominated the competition from 
he first event — the 15 km 
Forced March — which the Ca¬ 
nadians did in 83 minutes. That 
evening, after the night naviga¬ 
tion exercise, it was confirmed 
that they were the team to beat 
as they rounded the course in 
the fastest time again. 

It was not however until the 
last event that the Canadians 
clinched victory. All the teams 
had finished and watched anxi¬ 
ously as the Canadians strug¬ 
gled in. They tackled the obs¬ 
tacle course and fell exhausted 
to the firing line. 

The finishing whistle blast left 
no question at all as the team 
downed 13 of the 15 targets — 
the best shooting of the day. 

Sector 4 had won the compe¬ 
tition!

THE PATRICIA’S AT BISLEY-OUTSTANDING SHOOTING! 


Canada, and more specifically 
the PPCLI, became a center of 
attention because of consistently 
high standings in the Shooting 
Competitions recently held at 
Bisley, England. Well over two 
thousand of the most outstand¬ 
ing shots from many parts of 
the world participated in a large 
number of events, which often 
hosted approximately five hund¬ 
red competitors each. Service 
rif'es were used in shoots featur¬ 
ing a variety of firing positions, 
ranges and practice types. 

QMSI White, LA, a well known 
member of 1 PPCLI, topped a 
field of 493 competitors to win 
the match shot at 200 yards 
from the sitting position held on 
10 July 78. The vicory also in¬ 
cluded the HPS Star. He earned 
fourty fifth position in the long 
range Elkington Shoot, which 
attracted 386 competitors. In 


being one of four Canadians to 
qualify for the second stage of 
the Queen’s Prize Shoot, QMSI 
White placed in the top 300 of 
1897 competitors. Sgt Luscom- 
be, ET, of 3 PPCLI and Sgt 
Smith, GA, of 1 PPCLI were 
among the other Canadians that 
qualified. At least three honour- 
ab'e mentions were added to 
QMSI White’s record during the 
competitions, as well as eighty 
second placing in the Daily Te¬ 
legraph shoot (1153 competi¬ 
tors). 

CpI Lauritson, N, also of 1 
PPCLI, did outstandigly well in¬ 
dividually and as a member of 
the Canadian Forces C Team. 
Sixth place in a match from the 
sitting position, eighteenth 
place from the standing position, 
fourty fourth place in the Step¬ 
hen’s Shoot, and two honour¬ 


able mentions are indicative of 
his successes. Sgt Smith, GA, 
(1 PPCLI) earned three honour¬ 
able mentions and also fired 
with the C team, which won the 
Hami ton Leigh Shoot. This 
competition included an obstacle 
course and 40 other teams. Sgt 
Smith also achieved thirty se¬ 
venth place in the SMG Cup on 
15 July 78. 

Other battalions of the Regi¬ 
ment also distinguished them¬ 
selves. Pte Taylor, GE, of 3 
PPCLI won both the Queen Mary 
Practice — Fire and Move¬ 
ment and the rapid aggregate 
Shoot. A silver medal was won 
by him in the Green Jackets 
Shoot. Fourth place in the Green 
Jackets Shoot went to Sgt Lus- 
combe, also of 3 PPCLI. MCpI 
Countryman JC and Pte Truple, 
RM, were also added to the 


third battalion’s list of superior 
shots. MCpI Logan, RG. and 
MCpI Laroque, JC, of the se¬ 
cond battalion a'so enlarged the 
PPCLI winner’s circle. 

The three CF teams partici¬ 
pating at Bisley consistently 
placed in the top ten in such 
competitions as the Brinsmead, 
Hythe, Mappin, Roberts and Ha¬ 
milton Leigh Shoots. The Ca¬ 
nadian team placed second in 
the coveted United Survices 
Challenge Cup after being ed¬ 
ged out by the UK Regular Army 
team by a mere four points 
(1299 to 1295). Nightly firings 
of the five pound cannon (si¬ 
tuated in front of the Canadian 
pavilion) celebrated the nume¬ 
rous Canadian victories in each 
winning match.
